Becoming suspic- 
ious the persons interested _ 
launched a real investigation 
which resulted in discovery 
that Reese escaped from the 
Jefferson City prison in June, 
1920, when he and a com- 
panion, killed in the break . 
killed one of the guards and 
shot their way to freedom with 
guns which had been smugégl- 
ed into the prison in loaves 
of French bread. Reese today 
bears the scars of the bullet 
wound received in the prison 
break. f > 

Chief of Police Drew of Oak- 
land confirmed the report that 
the prison authorities did not 
want Reese, only to have him 
die on their hands and for the 
past six years’ Reese _ has 
traveled about in nearly every 
instance on money ar free 
transportation given him to 
get out of the community. 

That’s what happened to him 
here Friday night when Fal- 
mer, Identification Expert J. 
W. Smiley and députies jn the 
Sherift’s office after ascertain- 
ing to their satisfaction that 
Reese had not cdmmitted a 
crime*here and was not sought 
by other officers, sent him on 
his way via the Martinez- 
Benicia ferry.

Devices First Seen in 1876 
at Centennial.

HEN the world comes to 
W Phiiadetphia this summer to 


celebrate one hundred and 
fifty years of American independ- 
ence and progress, the picture of 
how far we have gone in a century 
and a half will be hardly less‘ amaz- 
ing than that covering the: past half 
century alone. 

The crowds which flocked to the 
Centennial Exposition in 1876 and 
saw evidences of what a century 
had brought forth under the world’s 
newest civilization, had only the 
slightest intimations of the fruits 
of American genius that were to 
ripen in half that time in the future. 

What our fathers and grandfath- 
ers, in their quaint linen dusters, 
saw at the Centénnial were largely 
the results of a hundred years of 
political progress. 

At the Sesqui-Centennial Exposi- 
tion this year, however, will be seen 
the evidences of an industrial, me- 
chanical and commercial revolution 
of which no one dreamed fifty years 
ago, for there had been nothing. like 
it in the world before. 

Practically our whole modern me- 
chanical _ civilization — electricity, 
typewriters, telephones, phono- 
graphs, automobiles, linotypes—to 
say nothing of airplanes and radio— 
has developed in the half centur 
between the Centennial and Seaqule 
Centennial Expositions. 

Of all this, only the slightest sug- 
gestions were given to visitors to 
the first national exposition, of 
1876. Chief of these were two new 
devices, designed to increase facility 
of | intercommunication between 
inen, the typewriter and the tele- 
phone, shown there to the world for 
the first time. Even the inventors 
of these two revolutionary mechan- 
isms, Christopher Latham Sholes 
ind Alexander Graham Bell, could 
nardly have had more than the faint-_ 
est v'sion of the enormous influence 
that vould flow from their works, 
1 how, within fifty years, they 
would completely revolutionize the 
entire commercial world and become 
cssential factors of modern. life.

as instruments brought as near to 
perfection as the interval has per- 
mitted. For the §esqui-Centennial 
authorities have chosen the direct 
descendant of the Sholes’ model as the 
official typewriter of the exposition, 
and the latest Bell instrument will 
connect up the voices of those who 
gather there with the outside world. 

The improvement of these two 
machines in the past half century 
has, of course, been astounding.
